Former QST Assistant Managing Editor Kirk 
Kleinschmidt has done a favor for hams who. want to 
learn the basics in a few pages. Although the title 
sounds like this is a book about antennas, its as 
much about good operating practice, power levels, 
and QTH options other than a big tower and many 
antennas swinging in the breeze. 


Kleinschmidt's book is now in its third printing and 
has found new life among the QRP crowd. His 
discussion of grounding (RF and Earth) is worth the 
price of the book. You'll have more clarity on the 
“why and how” of radials after reading his antenna 
theory section. Now, don't pass this book up because 
| tell you it has theory in it. This is theory for the 
operating ham, not theory for the academic 
discussions you often hear from antenna “experts.” 


Ever wonder what happens to your signal at the other 
end of the communication link when you reduce 
power from 10 watts to 5 watts. KTOZ takes your 
through that discussion and will make friends with 
your neighbors if you heed his suggestions

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OTVARC: The Bottom Line, Your Board 


Can we talk? 


You are a member of one of the finest amateur radio 
clubs in the northwest (maybe the nation). We have 
a commitment to build the amateur radio service, 
bring new trained individuals into amateur radio, 
help licensed hams upgrade their license and skills, 
provide worthwhile meetings, contests and events. 
We are active in public and emergency service. 


However, much of what we do is underwritten by a 
major fundraising event -- SEA-PAC. Last year’s 
budget was 75% underwritten by income from 
SEA-PAC ‘03. No income flowed to OTVARC from 
SEA-PAC ‘04. 


Your club has been making changes in the way it 
operates for several years. In 2002 we committed to 
upgrading our dues structure and increased the dues 
amount for 2003 to $15.00 and over the next five 
years by $1.00 a year until we reach $20.00. This 
was necessary to provide a secure source of funds for 
the basic operation of the club. It places us in the 
range that other clubs are receiving in dues. This 
year our dues are $ 17.00 ($ 22.00 for a family at one 
address). However, one in three of our regular 
members pay NO dues since they have reached LIFE 
status (Age 70 with two years of membership or 
more). One in eight of our members are Family 
Members. In 2005, we expect to receive nearly 

$ 1,800.00 in dues income. 


We have begun asking for donations for the 
operation and maintenance of the repeaters (146.96 
and 440.35) that provide ONE of our public services 
to the community. Last year we spent nearly 
$1,400.00 on the care-and-feeding of our machines. 
Our members have already given $ 376.00 toward 
these expenses for 2005 over-and-above their dues. 
Thanks! 


We began with the current year asking for donations 
toward the Mickley Scholarship. We give a 

$ 1,000.00 annually when funds are available. 
Already, members have given $ 125.00 toward this 


year’s scholarship. We expect to hold a fund-raiser 
to raise the remaining amount so we can give the 
Mickley Scholarship in 2005. We look for your help 
with the fund-raiser. We present this scholarship as 
ONE way of giving back to our community. Its part 
of our public service and extends our commitment to 
young hams. 


Our move to an e-newsletter has been both for style 
and cost reasons. We were able to reduce the costs 
for our publication by 63% with this move. We are 
able to do much more for the e-edition in terms of 
style, color, etc. Our annual budget cost for THE 
OSCILLATOR is about $485.00 rather than nearly 
$ 1,300.00. 


At its January meeting, the Board determined that it 
should not try to underwrite the monthly drawings 
from the 2005 budget. This amounts to $ 900.00 
including the Holiday Party drawing. Mel has 
agreed to use the funds in hand and to use our 
“contributions” each month to set out prizes. This 
may well change the nature of our monthly 
drawings. 


This is a rather lengthy explanation. We wanted to 
make sure EVERY member understood why the 
changes are being made -- AND to put the 
importance of S€A-PAC as a fund-raiser in terms that 
anyone’s calculator would explain. 


You have a Board that is going to be fiscally careful 
but responsive to your suggestions and needs. 
Communicate with your Board members. The sky is 
not falling, nor are we in a panic about finances. We 
just want to share the pain with all of you...knowing 
that you care as much about a strong club as any 
member of the Board. 


Yes, we'd be glad to receive your contributions for 
the Repeater and/or Scholarship Funds. We solicit 
your support of SEA-PAC. You can help by registering 
early, serving at SEA-PAC as a volunteer, and by telling 
other hams about your good experience at Seaside.
